from his starting point, 
Harry N. Atwood, Boston aviator, who 
is attempting to break the world’s 
lonz distance aeroplane record by fily- 
ing from St. Louts to New York, alight- 
ed in Toledo this afternoon after com- 
pleting the third day of his trip, with 
@ spectacular flight of 2,000 feet above 
the city. 

He covered the 133 miles from EIlk- 
hart. Ind.. to Toledo with only one 
stop and_in the flying time of 2 hours 
and 56 minutes. He started from EIk- 
hart at 8:06 a. m., was compelled to 
stop at Pettisville, Ohio, for more than 
five hours because he ran out of gaso- 
line. and, continuing his journey, ar- 
rived in Toledo at 4:02 p. m. 

Flew So Fast He Was Hardly Visible. 

In the last lap of the day’s run, he 
whipped up such a speed as hardly 
to be visible for longer than a min- 
ute at any one angle. The 33 miles 
from Pettisville into Toledo was run 
in 60 minutes, including a delay for 
starting and time lost tin circling 
around the city In search of a landing 
place. 

His arrival here was as exciting as 
was his trip over northern Indiana 
and Ohio. Steam whistles and thou- 
Sands of people on top of office bulld- 
ings greeted him. All the way in he 
had been gliding “up hill” to get a 
good view of the town, he said. 

When swooping low read 
mames of the raltlroad stations, great 
crowds who had come in from miles 
around frantically yelled for him to 
come down. Some brought bouquets 
and lunches for the aviator

His Aeroplane Tumble Into 
Lake Michigan 


FORETHOUGHT OF WIFE 
SAVED LIFE OF STONE 


Mrs. Stone Made Husband Put 
On Life Preserver Before He 
Ascended--- Wife Saw Hus- 
band ¥all Into Lake---Many 
Narrow Escapes From Death 
at Chicago. 
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Chicago, August 16.—Arthur Stone, 
driver of a Queen monoplane, was 
snatched back from death at the in- 
ternational aviation meet here today 
after hopés for his life had been 
given up. 

Howard Gill, in a baby Wright, came 
almost as close to death, but escaped 
from under the wreck of his machine 
unhurt. 

Lincoln Beachy, after being driven 
far to south and fighting his way 
back above the field, glided 3,000 feet 
in safety to the earth after his engine 
had stopped suddenly. James Ward 
hag an equally hard task to make his 
way from far out over Lake Michigan, 
but descended safely in the field. 

Stone's machirfe fell into the lake 
just at dusk. He leaped from the fall- 
ing plane and was rescued at the point 
of exhaustion by a motor boat after he 
had supported himself in the water 
for more than half an hour. Hig ma- 
chine was not recovered, 

Stone Saved by Wife’s Forethought. 

That Stone was rescued was at- 
tributed largely to the insistence of 
his wife that he guard himself with a 
life preserver. In spite of the order 
that all fliers should wear life. pre- 
servers, Stone, with others, started for 
their machines unguarded. Mrs. Stone 
ran from the hangar just before the 
flight and insisted that her husband 
wait while she tied an inflated auto- 
mobile tire about his shoulders. 

Unnerve* by the deaths yesterday 
of William R. Badgedimnd St. Criox 
Johnstone and deterr “by ai high 
wind, many of the fiyers protested 
against going up and $varned the con- 
test committee that the aeroplanes 
could not be controlled in the half gale 
that prevailed in the upper air. 

The judges were insistent and final- 
ly half a dozen fiyers rose for a cross 
wate rflace, around a crib, three and 
a half miles out. Thomas Sopwith 
had completed the second lap of the 
race and had been declared winner, 
when a cry arose that Stone’g machine 
had fallen into the water and that 
the aviator was drowned. Later it 
was reported that Srone was afloat and 
then a rumor circulated that a tug 
was bringing his body to shore. None 
of these could be verified and Stone's 
fate was unknown until Stone, after 
being "picked up, was brought to the 
Chicago Yacht Club’s landing alive 
and well. 

She Startled to Find Husband. 

Reports that Stone had been drowned 
were quickly flashed to the hangars. 
Almost the first to hear of his dis- 
appearance was his wife, Mrs. Irene 
Stone, who, with her baby, awaited 
Stone’s return from the race far over 
the lake, 

Then Robinson, hydroplane pilot of 
the Curtis team, darted in and told 
that he had been unable to find any 
trace of the missing aviator. At this 
Mrs. Stone began to weep. She turn- 
ed over the child to a friend. 

“Here, take the baby,” she exclaim- 
ed, “I'm going out to the lake to 
help find Arthur.”

APPROPRIATIONS

‘Every Amendment Recommended 


By Finance Committee 
Meets Approval, 


$00,000 REDUCTION I 
COMMON SCHOOLS ‘MADE 


$5,000 Lopped From Funds of 
Georgia Tech, State Univer- 
sity and State Sanitarium, 
and $10,000 From State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 


The appropriation bill passed the 
senate yesterday afternoon by a vote 
of 36 to 1. The bill was amended s80 
as to cut $80,000 from the amount ap- 
proved by the house, and every 
amendment recommended by the 
finance committee of the senate was 
sustained.

The total reduces the appropriations 
of the above named institutions, ex- 
empting the public schools, from $452,- 
500 to $372,500. 

Shortly before the bill came up for 
consideration in the senate a message 
was read from the governor urging 
the senate to be judicious in making 
appropriations and suggesting that 
several appropriations be cut. The 
governor's message is published in 
another section of the paper. 

Section by Section. 

The bill was taken up section by 
section. The compensation of the 
statehouse officials remains th@ same. 
The appropriations to the Academy for 
the Blind, the School for the Deaf and 
Dumb and the State sanitarium were 
not changed. 

The first fight on the bill came up 
when the committee’s recommendation 
to slice $5,000 off of Tech’s appropria- 
tion was read for consideration, Presi- 
dent Slaton left the chair in order to 
oppose this amendment and urged the 
necessity for maintaining a well- 
equipped technological school for 
Georgia boys in. order to keep them 
from going to the north and east to 
secure a g00qd technical education. 

He contended that the entire amount 
must be appropriated so as to equip 
the shop buildings with suitable ap- 
paratys for the students or else there 
would be several buildings standing 
idle. 

Senator Ennis was bitterly oppesed 
to giving Tech the entire $80,000 and 
insisted that to cut the fund of the 
Tech would be far better than to slice 
the funds of the various institutions 
for the afflicted. 

At this time the senate was ad- 
journed, as the hour was 1 o'clock, At 
38 o'clock the senate resumed its du- 
tiles. 

President Slaton again left the chair 
immediately after the beginning of the 
afternoon session, and stated that inas- 
much as it was the will of the senate 
he would withdraw his plea for Tech 
and let the amendment stand on its 
merits.

New Orleans Exchange. Raps 
Bill of Lading Committee 


Plan Is Reflection Upon Ex- 
porters and Stab at Planters 
of South, Says the Exchange. 
All Exchanges Called Upon 
to Enter Protest. 


New Orleans, August 16.—Branding 
the proposed plan of the Liverpool! cot- 
ton bills of lading committee to insti- 
tute in New York a clearing house 
for the validation of cotton bills of 
lading as a “direct reflection and in- 
sult upon those engaged in the export- 
ing of cotton,” and placing itself upon 
record as opposing the plan in its en- 
tirety, the New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change this afternoon, through its 
board of directors, passed resolutions 
to this effect and approved the report 
of its special committee appointed to 
investigate the proposition. 

The directors also adopted resolu- 
tions authorizing its president to is- 
sue invitations in the name of the 
exchange to all southern exchanges, 
boards of trade, bankers and exporters 
and others interested in the handling 
of cotton to meet here in joint confer- 
ence, probably during the annual con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ As- 
seciation about November 20 next, for 
the purpose of adopting measures for 
the protection of their respective and 
mutual interests. 

Exchange Willing to Any Feasible Pian 

The local exchange expressed itself 
as being willing, in the future as in 
the past, to co-operate in any feasible 
and just plan for the protection of the 
legitimaté cotton trade and the elimi- 
nation of practices contrary to com- 
mercial morality; any feasible plan 
that will not take further tribute 
from the southern planters. All cotton 
exchanges in the United States were 
urged to oppose the propowed plan. 

In the report of the special commit- 
tee made pubdi:ic today it was stated 
that Charles 8S. Haight, representing

Hooper Alexander. Commend- 
ed Public Service Companies 
for Being Willing to Pay 
Taxes Earlier--Hale and Oth- 
ers Said Concession Offered 
Them Is Worth Millions. 


The second of the administration 
measures proposing to provide relief 
for school teachers in the matters of

The other came up in the tower 
body Wednesday afternoon, and oc- 
cupied the house from the opening te 
adjournment. 

The Alleged Joker. 

Early in the session Hooper Alexan- 
der introduced a bill in the house 
conforming with Governor Smith’s 
views as to corporation taxes. It was 
taken up in committee, and was per- 
fected by a subcommittee composed 
of Messrs. Lawrence of Chatham, Alex- 
ander of DeKalb and Hopkins of 
Thomas. The measure, as reported, 
required public service corporations— 
those that deal directly with the comp- 
troller general in the matter of taxes 
—to make returns by March 1, of each 
year, and payments by September 1, 
It also contained the following pro- 
vision:

“And now it is proposed to writ« 
into the constitution the guarantee 
that this shal! continue, \without the 
possibility of correction bk. the legis- 
lature. -They want us to gt¥e-this te 
the corporations in order to get them 
to pay their taxes three months ear- 
lier. This concession won't cost them 
@ penny.” 

Mr. Alexander pleaded forcibly for 
the hill as it stood, and eulogized what 
he characterized as the generous attl- 
tude of the corporations toward ‘he 
measure. 

“l have had occasion many times,” 
he said, “to criticize the corporations 
and to charge them with being unfair. 
They have often accused me of being 
unfair and a demagogue. In justice to 
them I want to say that in this mat- 
ter they have met the state half way 
on a broad plane of patriotism. 

Others Are Willing. 

“With only one exception they have 
made no objection to this bill. The 
representatives of only one railroad 
appeared before the committee to pro- 
test its passage. Others have stated 
that they are willing for it to be 
adopted. The telephone companies 
ir particular sent me word that, 
while it was a discrimination against 
them, they recognized ‘the exigencies 
of the situation and would be willing 
te suffer the inoonvenience for the 
Ppublie good.” 

“In view of what they get, do you 
. blame them?" asked Mr. Hall. 

Mr. Alexander said he thought ar- 
bitration was a principle which eould 
well be observed and guaranteed. 

Mr. Fullibright, ef Burke, said he 
could not blame any corporation for 
not fighting the proposed amendment 
to the constitution.

Liverpool, August 14-—-The strike 
committee tonight issued an-order call- 
ing eut all the street car employees 
ef Livefpool. 

A renewal ef rioting growing out of 
the strike of dockers and _ aliied 
unionigts occurred tonight in the 
Scotiand Road divisien ef the city. 
The police again had to make baton 
charges and the soldiers also were 
ealled upon. Their presence, however, 
was sufficient to overcome the rioters, 
who dispersed. | 

Motor wagons which were convey- 
ing print paper to newspaper offices 
were attacked, street car windows 
were smashed and another attempt 
wag made to release prisoners from 
yans conveying them te Walton Jail 

Troops With Fixed Bayonets. 

Pelice and soldiers, however, were 
present in force, the troops with bay- 
enets fixed and the erowd was not 
so daring as en Tuesday night and 
did not compel the militia to fire. 

Tonight troops are bivouacked in the 
streets. Their orders are not to fire 
over the heads of the rioters in the 
future, as this endangers innocent par- 
ties, byt if it becames necessary to 
shoot, to pick out the apparent ring- 
leaders of the mob. 

Coal and  previsions are being 
brought into the city under military 
escort. 

In many others of the great prov- 
incial towns business has been partly 
Or completely dislocated by reason of 
the strikes. Some trains out of 
Birmingham already have been can- 
celled, but as comparatively few of 
the workers there are members of the 
unions, a general tie-up is not looked 
for. 

Soldiers Ready to Move. 

Lendon, August 16.—Meetings with 
a view to settling the controvery be- 
tween the railway companies and their 
employees were held today and to- 
night at the board of trade, but when 
they were adjourned late tonight the 
situation remained as far from being 
solved as when they began. The rail- 
way managers declared they had been 
promised protection in running their 
trains and would not yield to their 
men; the repregentatives of the rail- 
way men’s unions declared the strike 
would take place at the expiration of 
their ultimatum tomorrow morning. 

At Aldersnot the military authori- 
ties are taking every precaution to 
insure the working of the railways in 
the eveut a strike is ealled. Every 
soldier in the Aldershot command has 
been placed under orders for duty. 

Martial Law for London, 

If a strike is declared three regi- 
ments of cavalry and three batteries 
of royal horse will first be moved 
direct to London, to be followed at 
short intervals by an infantry battal- 
ion, field artillery, the reyal engineers 
and the medical units of the command. 
Only the barracks guards will be left 
at Aldershot. 

All the soldiers will be armed with 
rifles and ball ammunition. They will 
be stationed aleng the railway lines 
north and south of London. It is 
estimated 25,000 men from Aldershot 
will be prepared to meve in a few 
hours. Similar precautions also have 
been taken at all other military sta- 


tions in Engiand, Scotland and Wales, 
go that in case of need all available 
soldiers will be on duty to insure the 
traffic.

Solicitor McCabe, Who Is Not 
a Chemist, Overruled All of 
Dr. Wiley’s. Decisions in Re- 
gard to Pure Food---Useless 
for Wiley to Appeal, 


Washington, August 16.—Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chem- 
istry of the agricultural department, 
testified before the house investigating 
committee today that he has surren- 
dered practically all of his authority 
for enforcing the pure food Jaw to Dr. 
F. L. Dunlap, associate chemist, and 
George P. McCabe, solicitor of the ag- 
ricultural department. Overruled in 
two-thirds of the cases he has brought 
before the food and drugs inspection 
board, composed of these twe men 
and himself, he declared that he had 
found it useless to appeal to Secretary 
Wilson, and had not even received an 
answer to one of the most important 
appeals he had made to the secretary. 

Light Thrown by Dr. Wiley. 

Dr. Wiley, summoned before the 
committee to tell of his connection 
with the employment of Dr. H. H. Rus- 
by on an alleged illegal contract, gave 
to the committee the most illuminat- 
ing information that has been devel- 
oped in the investigation now being 
made of the agricultural department. 

He testified he had never received 
the letter from Dr. Rusby which was 
used by the personnel board to prove 
that he knew about the Rusby con- 
traet. He said that in using this let- 
ter, the persennel board had emitted 
its most essential portion, namely, the 
statement of Dr. Rusby that “we have 
agreed upon the following arrangement 
as fair and satisfactory, if approved by 
the department.” 

Dr. Wiley stated that Solicitor Me- 
Cabe held the decisive vote on the 
board of food and drug inspection. 
When Dr. Wiley and Dr. Dunlap dis- 
agreed on questions of chemistry, it 
was Solicitor McCabe who decided 
Whether a prosecution should be made. 
In fully 100 cases, said Dr. Wiley, 
where he and Dr. Dunlap had voted to- 
gether and Solicitor McCabe had dis- 
agreed with them, Dr. Dunlap changed 
his vote to agree with Mr. McCabe. 

Useless to Appeal to Wilsen. 

“Did you ever appeal from those 
decisions?” he was asked. 

“I found it was useless to appeal,” 
said Dr. Wiley, “for the secretary in- 
variably upheld the decision of the 
board.” 

In two cases, he did appeal, he added, 
where he thought public health wae 
“seriously menaced.” ‘One of these 
involved the lakeling of gluten flour, 
the food of diabetes patients. The 
beard’s decision, he believed, left physi- 
cians without sufficient information 
as to the exact contents and strength 
of the flour. In this cage the seere- 
tary upheld the beard. 

The other case involved the labeling 
of fruits and fruit products which con- 
tained sulphur dioxide. This subjeet is 
now before the Remsen pure food 
referee board. The board, composed of 
three cabinet members, Secretaries 
MacVeagh, Wilson and Nagel, decided 
that manufacturers could continue to 
use the sulphuring process, if the fact 
was made clear on the label. 

Hew They Treated Wiley. 

Dr. Wiley left the agricultural de- 
partment one day at 4 o'clock to go to 
Boston. Between that time and 4:30, 
when the department closed, he gaid, 
a special meeting of the board of food 
and drug inspection was called, Dr. 
Dunlap acting as chairman, and a 
decision was made overruling’ the 
“three secretaries’’ of the board and 
permitting manufaeturers te use the 
Sulphuring process without publishing 
the fact on their labels. 

As seon as he returned to Washing- 
ton and learned of the action, said Dr. 
Wiley, he wrote to Secretary Wilson, 
, appealing to him from the decision, 
|and declaring that the health of the 
_public, particularly of invalids to whom 
fruit juices are often prescribed, was 
seriously threatened by the decision; 
and that the board of food and drug 
inspection had no right to overrule 
the three secretaries. 

“What was Secretary Wilson's an- 
ewer?’ asked Representative Floyd, 
of Arkansas, who has conducted the 
questioning of the Moss committee.

The senate bill providing the above, 
as drawn by Senator Felker, of Mon- 
roe, was adopted by the house Wed- 
nesday by six more votes than the 
law.requires. The fight for it was 
led by Messrs. Alexander, of DeKalb, 
and Anderson, of Chatham, and 
against it by Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb. 

The bill was urged in the house as 
a measure that will provide for the 
prompt payment of schoo] teachers? 

Alexander Urges Bill, 

Mr. Alexander urged the adoption 
of the bill which required the sub- 
mission of the matter to the people in 
the form of a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

He stated that both Governors Smith 
and Brown had urged that something 
be done to relieve treasury deficits. 

Mr. Hall opposed the measure 
vigorously. He said the bill proposed 
a step in the direction of breaking 
down one of the strongest financial 
safe-guards provided by the 
tion. He not only opposed the in-

: Anderson Favors Measure. 
“Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, spoke 
for the bill, saying it was needeg to 
give elasticity to the state’s financial 
system.

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WHAT FULTON DOES FOR GEORGIA. 


It is Fulton county’s pride, no less, we believe, than it is Geor- 


gias, that Fulton pays more than one-seventh of the state’s annual 
expense bill. It was said for a long time that Fulton paid one- 


seventh of all the state taxes, but that was only approximately 
correct. With the 1911 figures at hand, however, it may now be 


shown that Fulton pays nearly 15 per cent of Georgia’s taxes, or 


more than one-seventh. 

In other words, Fulton’s growth in taxable values has been 
greater than that shown by the rest of the state, and having passed 
the point where it pays one-seventh it is progressing toward that 
where it will, within a few years, pay one-sixth of the state’s total 
taxes. 

To use round figures, Fulton’s tax values show an increase this 
year over last of nearly $11,000,000; a total taxable valuation, ex- 
clusive of corporations, of $98,000,000; and, with approximately 
$20,000,000 of corporation returns, a grand total of $118,000,000. 
Returns to date, received at the comptroller general’s office, 
indicate an increase in the entire state of $36,000,000 on the generai 
digests and $6,000,000 in corporation property, or totals of $678,- 
000,000 on digests and $130,000,000 as corporate taxable values, 
(making the grand total for the state $808,000,000. 

A brief arithmetical calculation shows that Fulton’s proportion 
of the total for the state is 14.6 per cent, or a fraction larger than 
one-seventh. 

These figures need no comment; they speak volumes for them- 


selves. Fulton is glad she is able to do so much for Georgia; Geor- 


The meastire requiring the filing of all fees and other receipts 
by all officials, a step which The Constitution advocated more than 
a year ago, has passed the senate and will, more than likely, go 
through the house today—jf not, certainly next summer.

COVERNOR SMITH 
URCES ECONOMY 


Asks General Assembly to Cul 
General Appropriations Bill 


In Special Message Yesterday 
He Points Out That House 


for 1912 and 1913 in Excess 
of Revenue. 


Pointing out that the house of rep- 
resentatives has appropriated $500,000 
for 1912 and 1913 in excess of the rev- 
enue which may be expected for those 
years, Governor Hoke Smith, in a spe- 
cial message submitted yesterday, 
urged that the general assembly re- 
duce the amount carried by the gen- 
eral appropriations bill so as to bring 
the appropriations within the reve- 
nue, 


special appropriations, with a few 
small exceptions, be carried over un- 
till next summer in the hope that by 
that time additional means for rais- 
ing revenue may be matured. 

Makes Suggestions. 

As a means of reducing the general 
appropriations bill the governor sug- 
gests that the appropriation to the 
public schools be left at $2,500,000 and 
that the increased appropriation of 
$65,000 to the state sanitarium be re- 
duced $30,000. 

The message of the governor is as 
follows: 


State of Georgia, 
Executive Department, 
Atlanta, August 16, 1911. 
To - Members of the General Assem- 
y: 

I feel constrained to call your atten- 
tion to the amount of appropriations 
which have passed the house and 
which are now pending in the senate. 

To begin with, let me assure you of 
my earnest sympathy for every appro- 
priation that has been proposed. They 
are all meritorious and if the state 
would have the money with which to 
meet them no one could object to them. 

The difficulty is the income of the 
state during the next two years will 
not meet them unless the revenue laws 
of the state are changed and the 
amount of revenue increased. 

The state derived from her revenue 
laws of 1910 $5,204,000. The revenue 
of the state for the present year from 
her laws applicable to this year should 
give an increase of $287,000. This in- 
crease for the present year is larger 
than usual. The increase for next 
year and the year after may be rea- 
sonably expected to amount to $200,000 
a year, This-would make the state's 
revenue for 1912 $5,690,000 and for 1913 
$5,890,000. Without additional revenue 
laws a larger sum than these figures 
cannot be expected. 

The general appropriation bill as 
amended by the house of representa- 
tives carried an appropriation in round 
figures of $5,990,000. our special ap- 
propriations passed by the house in- 
crease this sum in round figures $130,- 
000. The two together would makes 
the appropriations for 1912 and 1913 
in round figures $6,100,000, while your 
revenue for 1912 and 1913 under. exist- 
ing laws would not average over 
$5,800,000. This would cause your ap- 
propriations for the next two years to 
exceed the revenue of the state $500,- 
000.. It is incompatible with the in- 
terests of the state to undertake the 
payment during the next two years 
of $500,000 more by reason of appro- 
priations than the state will realize 
from her revenues. 

I urge that the special appropria- 


,is needed at the sanitarium.

means for raising additional revenue 
may be matured, a plan of equalizing 
taxation might be adopted, or, if nec- 
essary, a constitutional amendment be 
submitted to the people increasing the 
‘tax levy.

‘propriations, but certainly they should 
not be put upon the state for next 
year with no provision whatever for

I urge that the general appropria- 
tion bill be reduced substantially so 
that it will be brought reasonably 
within the revenue of the state for 
the next two years. 

This cannot be accomplished by ceut- 
ting the small appropriations or by 
making mere nominal reductions rpon 
the big appropriations. You canz.ot 
cut the large appropriations required 
to pay the interest on our public debt, 
or the $100,000 required annually for 
the reduction of the public debt. 

The school appropriation 
properly left at what it is for the 
present year, $2,500,000. The appro- 
priations to public schools have been 
increased during the past four years 
$900,000, far more rapidly than any

dollars. 

This cannot be obviated by anyone 
occupying the position of governor 
when you require $1,200,000 paid out 
to pensions during the first of the year, 
when your interest on the public debt 
and the $100,000 payment on the debt 
itself must be met as they mature, and 
while your various charitable institu- 
tions must suspend and discharge their 
on tes unless their monthly bills are 
paid. 

You have compelled the prepayment 
of your pensions, you are obliged to 
meet the obligations to which I have 
referred, and as a matter of necessity 
the school teachers wait. Overappro- 
priations simply will cause them to 
wait longer.

He has lived in England since 
1894, where he has done much to im- 
prove the efficiency of the projecting 
machine. G. Albert Smith has been 
his partner in the search for natural 
color processes, and after seven years 
the two succeeded in their task, the re- 
sult being called kinetoscope, mean- 
ing “color in motion.” 

These pictures were first seen in 
America on December 11, 1910, at Madi- 
son Square Garden Concert hall, Since 
that time the coronation scenes dur- 
ing the forty days of ceremonies inci- 
dent to the crowning of the king and 
queen of England have been photo- 
graphed by this method, and the result 
will be shown at the Forsyth during 
the coming week.

EDITOR J. W. CHAPMAN 
PASSES INTO BEYOND 


Fourth Estate Loses One of 
Its Valued Members and 
Georgia a Good Citizen.

Washington, Ga. August 16,—(Spe- 
cial)—James W. Chapman, one of the 
oldest and best-known editors of the 
state, died Tuesday night about 11 
o'clock, following a brief illness. He 
was 69 years old and was apparently 
well until Tuesday of last week, when 
a slight indisposition caused him to 
remain at his home. He was taken 


violently ill Monday and died twenty- 
four hours later with heart failure. 

Mr. Chapman was editor of The 
Washington Gazette-Chronicle, per- 
haps the oldest weekly newspaper in 
Georgia, for more than 30 years. He 
came to Washington in the late 70’s 
from LaGrange, where he had been 
foreman of the LaGrange Reporter, 
and accepted a similar position with 
the local newspaper. Later he pur- 
chased The Chronicle from the late 
H. F. Andrews and continued as its 
owner and editor until the time of his 
death. Besides his work on The Ga- 
zette-Chronicle, Mr. Chapman contri- 
buted to the New York Herald regu- 
larly, having only a few weeks ago 
written for that paper an article on 
the life and character of the illustrious 
Robert Toombs, which embodied many 
of the unpubllshed incidents of the 
life of Toombs which made it a val- 
uable addition to history. 

Surviving him besides his wife and 
three sons, are two brothers and three 
sisters. One brother, C. B. Chapman, 
is editor of the Sandersville, Ga., Pro- 
gress, while his other brother, L. L 
Chapman, is engaged in newspaper 
work in Alabama. 

The funeral and interment took 
place this afternoon at~4 o’clock in

It scored the committee for failing 
to put the capitol! reraeoval bill on the 
calendur and “requested” it to schedule 
the measure so as to insure a vote 
upon it before adjournment. 

Speaker pro tem. Carl Vinson was in 
the chair. He ruled that the resolu- 
tion should be referred to the rules 
committee without debate. 

“I appeal from the ruling of the 
chair,” declared Mr. Hall, proceeding 
to speak anyway.

The 1911 session of the Georgia 
legislature will come to a close this 
afternoon or tonight—more likely the 
latter. The time of final adjournment 
depends largely on the amicability be- 
tween the house and the senate. 

A great part of the last day will be 
deveted to adjusting differences be- 
tween the two houses. They have had 
no trouble so far. Not a single confer- 
ence committee has been named. 

It is likely that some will be re- 
quired Thursday. The educational bill 
will probably be fixed up by such a 
committee, though .here will be no 
trouble in the twe houses getting to- 
gether. The same is true in part ef 
the labor department bill. Some ef 
the senate amendments will not meet 
With favor in the house, but if nothing 
else can be done, it is probable that 
the measure, as revised by the upper 
house, will be aecepted and made law. 

There will be a dozen or more bills 
to be reeconeiled te the different views 
of the two houses. 

The house will devete a good part 
of this morning te considering the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
compelling public service corporations 
to pay their taxes by September 1 each 
year in order to relieve the treasury 
before regular taxes begin coming in.

Plans of the new doctors and den- 
tists’ building on North Forsyth street 
have just been received from King & 
Walker, New York architects, and the 
prometers of the plan to give Atlanta 
a magnificent “professional building” 
are highly pleased, not only with the 
arrangement of the building, but with 
the outside appearance. 

The bullding will cost approximate- 


ly $500,000, which, together, with the

lot on which it is to be erected, will 
make the entire deal practically a 
million-dollar affair. 

“The Professional building,’’ as it is 
to be called, ig to occupy the lot on 
the west side of Forsyth street, just 
north of the Realty Trust Company's 
building. This lot has a frontage on 
Forsyth of 100 feet, running back 
along James street 200 feet and thence 
along Fairlie street 100 feet. This 


will make the building the largest for 
its height in the city.

her tears quickly drying.

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First Feature of Roman Holiday. 


Ihoward Gill ,of the Wright team, 
prorcised the first feature cf a Roman 
holiday when his machine, sudenly 
checken as it skimmed over the 
ground after a perfect landing, top- 
Gill was 
p'nioned fo ran instant between 
tangled wires and taut canvas of the 
baby Wright, but before startled 
Spectators had reached him he dug 
himself from the ruins. 

Gill really had a narrow escape, He 
probably owes his life to the new fea- 
ture of construction employed in the 
baby Wright biplane. The engine, in- 
stead of resting in the rear of the 
aviators’ seat, is fixed to one side. 

Gill had made a perfect landing and 
was skimming over the turf at a forty 
mile-an-hour speed. The wheels of 
his machine struck a rut. The skid 
supports snapped and the machine 
toppled over, head foremost. The 
Wright mechanics expressed doubt as 
to the chance of repairing the dam- 
age to the “baby” before the end of 
the meet. 


Beachey swept down before the 
grand stand with a dead engine, which 
had stopped with him at a height of 
3,000 feet. He had had a hard fight 
against the wind from the southwest 
and almost everyone of the spectators 
was watching him when the propeller 
stopped.

twenty miles an hour, is about twenty 
feet in length, and weighs 5,000 
pounds. 

Thet ruck is painted a bright red 
and is lettered and trimmed in gold. 

On either side is the following in- 
scription: “City cf Atlanta Sanitary 
Department, No. 1.” 

As the truck stood in front of the 
White Garage Company for several 
hours it attracted a great deal of at- 
tention and was the cause of much 
questioning and comment. The auto 
garbage truck probably means a revo- 
ution in the handling of garbage in 
the city. It will be placed in commis- 
sion either Friday or Saturday and 
will be used to haul the garbage from 
the business center of the city to the 
crematory. It will be thoroughly test- 
ed as to the work it can accomplish, 
and if it does what is expected of it, 
the health department will ask for 
three more similar tmucks. With the 
four trucks all the garbage in the 
center of the city can be taken care 
of. This will dispense with sixty or 
seventy garbage carts, which will be 
transferred to the residence section, 
in addition to those that are now al- 
ready hauling garbage. 

Chief Jentzen says he believes the 
auto truck will solve the garbage 
question for Atlanta. The truck that 
arrived Wednesday will provide fifteen 
or twenty additional carts for the resi- 
dence sections and this will result in 
the discontinuing of all the dumping 
grounds in the ninth and fourth wards, 
and will ieave only one very small 
dumping ground in the third ward.
